Cotneliman Lyon related his own 
experiences at these public dances and 
argued for adoption of the ordinance, 
But the other legislators concluded to 
pass it on to the Legislative Commiit- 
tee for further investigation. 

Lyon registered a vehement protest 
against a proposed amendment which 
exempts Chutes Park from the public 
places where children may not go un- 
attended. This. amendment was pre- 
sented by former Judge D. K. Trask. 
He said that he does not believe the 
ordinance -was ever intended to keep 
children away from the Chutes. 

This brought Lyon to his feet for 
his first purity campaign. 

“I am opposed to any such amend- 
ment,” he-said. “The Chutes is the 
last place that should make such a 
request. Sunday night I went to the 
Chutes grounds .myself to see what 
kind of a place is conducted there. 
I saw a dance in the open, where the 
dancers went to the tables and drank 
liquor between dances. 

“T never saw a worse dance on the 
Barbary Coaét. Among the dancers 
were two girls not more than 12 years 
old. They were dancing with ‘rough- 
necks’ and some of the toughest char- 
acters in town.

“There is a postibility that the First 
Brigade of the California National 
Guard may be disbanded, unless per- 
manent quarters are secured in Los 
Angeles. We are occupying our pres- 
ent quarters by grace of our landlord. 
We could be turned into the street at 
any time.” 

This is the startling statement made 
yesterday by Brig.-Gen. Robert Wan- 
kowski, in speaking of the obstacles 
which confront his brigade in its ef- 
fort to secure an armory of its own. 
When the fight for a State building 
was lost last January, the lease had 
already expired on the quarters at 
Eighth and Spring streets. - 

The First Brigade is larger than 
the Second, which has headquarters at 
San Francisco. There is not an armory 
building in the State. 

Gen. Wankowski desires permanent 
quarters for the men stationed here. 
He ts determined to keep up his ef- 
forte for a handsome new building. 
He stated yesterday that he will be 
ready to go anywhere within the city 
limits. He favors a site at or near 
Agricultural Park. 

Gen. Wankowski would prefer that 
the matter of a new building be han- 
died through the Legisiature, but he 
declares that if the necessary appro- 
priation cannot be obtained through 
the Legislature, an effort will be 
made to induce the city to build for 
the National Guard. 

The men can, in all probability, oc- 
cupy their present quarters until Jan- 
uary. There is, however, no assurance 
that they can continue to hold their 
present location after that.

According to the government, fic- 
titious entries were’ made on several 
hundred thousand acres by means of 
“dummy” entrymen, and the defen- 
dants obtained dssignmentg to some 
of the choicest land in the valley. 
On the other band, the defendants 
assert that the land laws permitted 
assignments and that they never ob- 
tained any land through fraud. The 
cases will not come up for trial before 
next winter, it is believed,
